AN ACT ENTITLED "REVENUE. 



Sec. 1. Be it enacted hyihe General Asscinbly of the Stats 
of North-Carolina, and it is hcrthy enacted by the authority 
of the same : 

The following taxes shall be annually collected and paid 
by the citizens and other persons, and by owners of proper- 
ty situate in the State, besides the taxes which by any other 
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law may be imposed on them : unless the property in this • 

chapter described shall be expressly exempt from taxation 

by this or some other law: the property and estate hereby Expmi.tK.nt. 

exempted from taxation, are all such and their profits, as 

may belong to the State, or may belong to or be set apart 

for the University and colleges, institutes, academies and 

schools for the education of youth, or the support of the 

poor or afflicted, or specially set apart for and appropriated 

to divine worship. 

2. Tliere shall be annually levied upon all real property, i-in-i ^m. 
with the improvements thereon, including entries of land, 
fifteen cents on every hundred dollars value thereof 

3. If any person sliall sell his real property and shall have hnuA b«'.»»^. 
no estate within reach of the sheriff to satisfy the taxes im- 
posed thereon at the time when they become demandable, 

the land shall be bound for the same, and the land shall be 
bound in like manner for all the taxes, both real and per- 
sonal, due from the original owner. 

4. Upon every free male, between twenty-one and forty- p<>ii i*i. 
five years of age, a tax of fifty cents ; and upon every slave 

of either sex, between twelve and fifty years of ago, a tax 
of fifty cents shall be paid by the owner, unless when the 
owner may be a non-resident, then the hirer shall list and 
pay the tax: Provided^ hoioever^ That the county court may 
exempt from a poll tax such poor and infirm persons, and 
disabled and insane slaves as they may declare and record, 
to be fit objects for exemption : Provid^id further^ That the i'rnti5M». 
tax imposed by law for the insane asylum of North-Carolina 
of one and three-fourth cents on every one hundred dollars 
worth of land, and five and one-fourth cents on every tax- 
able poll, is hereby discontinued. 

5. Upon each toll gate of a turnpike road, a tax of fifteen T<.ngai t. 
doUara shall be paid by every owner, and a tax of five dol- 
lars per gate by every person who may be permitted to erect 

gates across a highway ; and a tax equal to seven times the 
largest toll by the owner demanded upon every pubhc feiTy, 
and a tax of fifteen dollars on every toll bridge. 

6. Upon every studhorse or jackass let to mares for a sui<!taB<i 
price, a tax of six dollars, unless the value of the highest ^^ *"

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• tax of the highest price shall be paid, and they shall be list- 
ed by resident owners. Ownera residing out of the State, 
of such as are kept within the same to be let to mures, shall 
pay the tax forthwith to the sheriff of any county in which 
the animal may stand, and in case of failure to do so the 
sheriff shall forthwith distrain and sell it for the tax. 

Upon the valuo of all real and pereonal estate which 
shall descend upon, be devised or bequeathed to, or shall

receiving her estate after her death, be subject to any tax 
therefor, unless the same would have been taxable had she 
been living.

(3) On each harp in nse, two dollare and fifty cents; on 
each piano forte in use, one dollar and fifty cents. 

(4) On every pistol, except snch as are used exclusively 
for mustering, and on every bowie-knife, one dollar and 
twenty-five cents ; on dirks and sword canes, sixty-five cents: 
Provided^ however ^ That of said arms, only such shall be 
taxable, as at some time within the year have been used, 
worn or carried about the person of the owner, or of some 
other, by his consent. 

(5) On all licensed retailers of wines, cordials, or spirit- 
nous liquors, thirty dollars; on all gold-headed walking 
canes, in use by the owner, fifty cents; on all silver-headed 
walking canes, in use by the owner, twenty-five cents. 

(6) All keepers of houses of public entertainment, wheth- 
er in town or country, whose annual receipts amount to 
three hundred dollars or more, shall pay a tax of one-fourth 
of one per cent.: Provided^ That nothing herein contained 
shall authorize the keepers of such houses to retail spirita- 
ous liquors, without taking a license to sell the same from 
the county courts, and paying tax for the same. 

(7) On each public billiard table, one hundred and twen- 
ty-five dollars, except when there are more than one kept 
by the same individual in the same room ; in that case, a 
tax of one hundred and twenty-five dollars, shall be paid on 
the first, and sixty-five dollars on each additional table; on 
each private billiard table, twenty-five dollars. 

(8) On each public bowling alley, commonly called nine 
pin or ten pin, or by what other name called, fifty dollars, 
and for each additional bowling alley, fifteen dollars. 

(9) On each livery stable, twenty -five dollars. 

(10) On each pack of playing cards, thirty-five cents, to 
be paid by the seller ; and every merchant, shop-keeper, 
retailer, inn or ordinary or tavern-keeper, or public dealer 
in goods, wares and merchandise, or other thing, shall list 
the number of packs he may have sold during the year. 

(11) On all peddlers of patent soap, medicines for killing 
crows, chinches and other vermin, for the curing of head- 
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ache, tooth-ache, or corns, and all patent medicines, razors, 
lazor strops, a tax of ten dollars in every county in \Thich 
they may so peddle. On every person engaged in putting 
up conductors for lightning, commonly called lightning rods 
or Franklins, thirty dollars per annum in every county in 
which he may be so engaged : and that dagnerrotypists, 
ambrotypists, photographists, portrait and minature paint- 
ers, be taxed ten dollars in every county in which they may 
take likenesses. 

(12) On each mortgage deed, marriage contract, and deed J^*^ 
in trust, made to secure debts and liabilities, which shall be 
registered, one dollar, which the register shall pay ; the reg- 
ister shall not be obliged to record any such deed, unless 

the tax thereon is paid to him ; and he shall endorse thereon 
the payment of the tax, and shall render on oath to the 
iheriff at the same time other taxables are listed, the number 
of such deeds by him registered in the preceding year, and 
pay over to the sheriff at the time of listing other property, 
all such moneys by him received, under the penalty of one 
hundred dollars ; and the sheriff shall account for the same 
as other public taxes.

the same. The applicant for license to retail spirituous li- 
quors or to keep an ordinary or inn, having first obtained 
an order therefor, as provided in the chapter of the Revised 
Code, entitled " Ordinaries and Inns ;" and any person of- 
fending against this provision shall pay a double tax, to be 
ooUected by distress. 

84. On every merchant, merchant tailor, or jeweller, who Merchaota,

On every merchant, apothecary, drnggbt, or other dealer, 
consignee or agent, selling at wholesale or retail, spiritnous 
liqnors, wines, or cordials, five per cent, npon the capital so 
employed to be paid by the seller. On every merchant or 
apothecary, selling drags, medicines or nostroms as agent 
for the owner, if a non-resident, thirty-three and one-third 
per cent, of the valne, to be paid by the seller. On every 
commission merchant, two per cent, on the commissions re- 
ceived by him, when snch goods belong to and are bronght 
into the State by non-residents ; bnt the provisions of this 
act shall not apply to onr own merchants anctioneering off 
their own goods, at their usual place of business. On eve- 
ry auctioneer, five per cent, upon the valne of goods sold 
by him : Provided^ That no tax shall be levied upon sales 
made under an execution or order issuing from any court, 
or from a justice of the peace, nor by an executor, adminis- 
trator or trustee. The capital aforesaid shall be the aggre* 
gate sum of the purchases of goods, wares and merchan- 
dise, made within the year preceding the first day of July, 
and herein shall be included the amount of the purchase of 
goods, wares and merchandise, and spirituous liquors, or 
other things not herein particularly enumerated, whether ci 
this or any other State. l%e commissions received by each 
commission merchant shall be computed by the same time, 
and also the amount of such articles, not the manufacture 
of this State, as are sent here to be sold by the consigneea 
or agents of the owners.

41. Upon all insurance companies in this State an annual 
tax of one hundred dollars, and upon all insurance com* 
panics incorporated out of the State an annual tax of one 
hundred dollars for each county in which an agency may 
be established; the tax shall be paid in advance to the 
sheriff of the county where the company may transact its 
business ; and if the tax be not paid in advance, the same 
shall be two linndred dollars, which the sheriff shall forth- 
with collect ; each express company shall pay a tax of ten 
dollare for every county in which articles or packages may 
be delivered, and in case of failure to pay the sheriff in 
advance, a forfeiture of a double tax shall be imposed by the 
sheriff; and on all agencies of banks incorporated out of the 
State, a tax of five hundred dollars ; the tax shall be paid 
in advance to the sherifi*, and in case of failure a double tax 
shall be paid, 

42. Upon every company of circus riders or equestrian 
performei's, and upon every company or persons who, for. 
reward, shall exhibit any collection of animals commonly 
known as a menagerie, an annual tax for each county 
wherein they may exhibit of seventy-five dollars. 

,43. U]>on every company of sta^e or theatrical players, 
sleight of hand performers, rope dancers, tumblers, wire- 
dancers, or company exhibiting for reward, artificial curiosi- 
ties of any kind, (models of useful inventions excepted,) and 
on each one of such persons, where they perform or exhibit 
alone, an annual tax for each county wherein they may ex- 
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Inbit of fortj dollars, and where two or more companies 
join together, fifty dollars for each company thns connected, ^ 
and upon every person or company exhibiting any other 
natural cnriosity, not already mentioned, an annnal tax for 
each connty wherein it may be exhibited, of twenty dol- 
lars. 

44. Upon every person, or company of singers, dancers, suigera. 
ethiopian serenaders, or performers on musical instruments, ^^ 
who, for the pnblic amusement, shall sing, dance, serenade, 

or play on musical instruments for reward ; and upon every 
other pnblic exhibition for amusement exhibited for reward, 
and upon every one who lectures for reward, an annual tax 
often dollars in every county where such exhibition is made 
or lectnre delivered ; unless the reward be devoted to some 
fiterary or charitable use in the State. 

45. The tax imposed in the three next preceding sections To be paid in 
shall be paid in advance to the sheriff of the county in *^'^*"*^- 
which the exhibition is to be made, who shall thereupon 

give a receipt for the same, specifying the county tor which 
the tax is paid, and a list of the performances, animals or 
articles to be exhibited ; and if such tax is not paid in ad- 
vance, the sheriff shall forthwith collect a double tax. 

46. Every peddler, stage player, sleight of hand per- Tu »how re- 
former, rope-dancer, tumbler, wire-dancer, company of cir- ^***^* 
ene-ridere, or equestrian performers, exhibitor of natural or 
artificial curiosities, company of singers, serenaders or mu- 
sical performers, dancers, and every other public exhibitor 

for reward, shall show his receipt tor the tax to any justice 
of the peace or constable who may demand a view thereof; 
and it shall be the especial duty of constables to demand 
such view. 

47. If the justice or constable shall be denied a view of FinfeU for nok 
llie receipt, the offender shall forfeit and pay one hundred *"*^"**' 
dollars, one-half for the State, and the other half for the 
constable or any other who will sue for the same ; and the 

justice, if the denial be to him, shall forthwith issue his war- 
rant for the recovery thereof, and if to a constable, he shall 
arrest the party, and carry him before some justice of the 
peace, who shall issue his warrant for the penalty, and de- 
termine the cause. 
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Free negroes ^^g ^jj ^^^^ persons, living with and oonstituting a partjof 
the family, and all colored persons living by eonsent on the 
lands of another, shall be listed by the head of the family, 
or owner of the laud, as the case may be. 

When to be 49. Every kind of property, person, employment, profes- 
sion, privilege or subject, on which a tax is imposed by this 
chapter, other than such whereon the tax imposed is de- 
mandable at the time it is laid, shall be listed for taxation — ^ 
within the last twenty working days in July in every year. 

What aud who 50. The real and personal estate, and other taxable sub- 
jects, unless otherwise provided, required to be listed for 
taxation, shall be such as were the property or in the pos- 
session of the owner, or were subjects of taxation on the iirst 
day of July preceding, and the polls shall be such as were 
of the required age on that day, and any freeman arriving 
at age after that day, and before an election, may list him- 
self before the sheriff or his deputy, and pay down to the 
sheriff the poll tax of the year. 

fil. Lists of the taxables of testators, intestates, minors, lu- 
natics, insane persons, absentees, and estates held in trust, 
shall be rendered by the executor, administrator, guardian, 
agent, trustee, or cestui que trust, as the case may be. 

When laud* 62. When tracts of land or town lots have been divided 

hare been di- 
vided, after valuation by the board, the taker of tax lists shall affix 

and return the separate value of each paii;, making the sum 
of all the values equal to the valuation returned by the 
board ; and tho justice may swear and examine witnesses 
to aid him in the enquiry. 
jttHticeft to take 53. At the first court of pleas and quarter sessions of each 
county, held after the iirst day of April, the court shall an- 
nually appoint for each captain's district, a justice of the 
peace, to take the list of taxable property ; whose names, 
with their respective districts, shall, during the term, be ad- 
vertised at the court house by the clerk. 

54. If the court should fail to make such appointment, 
any three justices of the peace of the county may meet at 
the office of the county court, on or before the first day of 
July, and appoint the takers of tax lists for the county, and 
the clerk shall record the same. 

55. Notices of all appointments of the takers of tax lists 
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as soon as they are made shall be issued and delivered by J^ ^^« ^^ 
the clerk to the sheriff, who shall serve them within ten 
days notice on each justice, and he shall advertise, at three 
several places within the district, at least ten days before 
the time of listing, the places and times, where and when 
he will attend for receiving the list of taxables. 

56. The notice to be issued as aforesaid to the justice shall {JJJ5^*5[X*^ 
contain a copy of sections fifty-nine and sixty-six of this 
chapter ; and at the same time, the clerk shall deliver to the 
sheriff, to be handed to each justice, a fair copy of the re- 
turns, made by the last preceding board of valuation of the 
assessment of real estate in his district, which copy the jus- 
tice shall return, with his return of taxables to the clerk. 

67. If any such justice should die, remove, or become Vncancy, how 
incapable before his duties are performed, another shall be 
appointed by any three justices of the county, to be notified 
by the sheriff, fop that purpose, and such justice shall take 
the list. 

58. At the times and places appointed by the justice, the Oatu. 
mbabitants of the district shall attend, and the justice shall 
read over to each one giving in his list all the articles and 
sabjects of taxation ; and thereupon, he shall render to the 
justice his list of taxables, and at the same time shall take 

the following oath: "You, A. B., do solemnly swear that 
you, either in your own right, or the right of any other per- 
son or persons whomsoever, either as guardian, attorney, 
agent, or trustee, or in any other manner whatsoever, are 
Bot liable for more taxes, under the laws of the State, than 
the amount which you have now listed : and that the list by 
yon now delivered, contains at least as large an amount of 
interest, dividends, profits, practice, salaries and fees, as yon 
are bound to list for taxation ; and in all other respects con- 
tains a just and true account of all the property which by 
law you are bound to list for taxation, to the best of your 
knowledge and belief, so help you God." 

59. No justice shall take the tax list of any one, but on PruTiw, 
administering the foregoing oath, on pain of paying one 
hundred dollar to any one who will sue for it : Provided^ 
haweveTy That females, aged and infirm persons, and per- 
sons absent from the county during the days of listing tax- 
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ables, maj on oath, before any other justice, render a list 
of hie taxables ; and the same being certified by each jus* 
tice, shall be entered on the tax lists. 

60. Real estate shall always be listed in the connty where- 
in it is situate. Personal property, and other subjects of 
taxation, shall be listed in the county where the owner or 
lister resides ; bnt if the owner reside out of the State, they 
shall be listed in the county where his agent, or the person 
liable for the tax may reside: Provided^ however^ That 
when real estate shall lie in one or more counties, a list of 
such estate lying out of the county of the owner's residence, 
sworn before a justice of the county wherein the owners 
may reside, may be transmitted to the proper taker of the 
lists : Provided^ further^ That such slaves, or other taxable 
personal estate as are employed on the land of the owner, 
shall be listed where the land is listed. 

61. If any person bound to list taxables, in his own right, 
or in the right of another, shall fail to list the same, or any 
part thereof, the sheriff shall collect from him, and of his 
own proper estate, double the tax imposed on the property 
or subject not listed. 

62. If the sheriff, or other person, shall discover that any 
land has not been assessed, he shall make it known to the 
county court ; whereupon, a board shall be appointed to 
assess the same, who shall proceed in the manner herein 
provided ; and the court shall ascertain the amount of tax 
which, within the ten preceding years the land has been 
liable for, bnt not paid ; and the sheriff shall be ordered 
forthwith to collect treble the amount with interest, of all 
such tax, by distress or otherwise. 

Penait.r tor not 63. If any person shall refuse to take the oath prescribed 
ukToL^hr in the fifty-eighth section of this chapter, he shall be deem* 
ed guilty of a misdemeanor ; and the justice shall forthwith 
commit him to the common jail, unless he will be recog- 
nised with sureties to appear at the next term of the supe* 
rior court of the county to answer the charge ; and on con- 
viction or submission, he shall be fined one hundred dollars 
at least, more than the amount of his taxes. 

94. It shall be the duty of the sheriffs to infbim the at- 
torney-general and solicitors of the State, for the circttita 
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and eonnties^ concerning all omisBions by tax payers, done 
in their respective counties to defraud the State of its rev- 
enne ; and the attoniey-general and solicitors of the State, 
for circuits and counties, upon information, or good cause 
for suspicion, that any person has omitted to render his tax 
list, or has failed to render an accurate and fair list of all « 

the property, estate and subjects, upon and tor which he is 
liable to be taxed, shall file a bill in equity against the per- 
son so defaulting; and the answer of the defendant shall 
not be competent evidence against him in any criminal or 
penal prosecution whatever. 

65. The comptroller, at the public cost, shall have pre- {|J'l^!7/,,.^X"i^i 
pared and printed forms of tax lists, with all the articles bv compdvi- 
and subjects of taxation, to be listed under this chapter, or 

any future law, mentioned separately over the heads of par- 
allel columns, in which the amount or quantity or descrip- 
tion of each article or subject to be listed is to be set down ; 
and be shall annually furnish to each county court clerk, 
two or more copies thereof, for each collection district, as in 
the opinion of said comptroller may be deemed necessary. 

66. Ihe justice appointed to take the list of taxables 
Aall set down each article or subject in its proper column, 
against tlie names of tlie persons listing, arranged in alpha- 
betical order, and return the same to the clerk of the 
eoQnty court, at the term next after the time prescribed for 
taking the list ; and as a part of his retuiii, which he shall 
always subscribe, ho shall state that the hst of each person 
listing was rendered on oath, in tlie manner prescribed and 
enjoined by law. 

67. If any justice appointed to take the list of taxables, Dufr of ju*- 
or any freeholder appointed to assess the value of laml, shall ^'**''*' 
wilfully refuse to discharge the duties of his appointment, 

he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

63. Tlie clerk on receiving the returns, shall record them Dufv or« crk«. 
at length, in alphabetical order, keeping the return of each 
district separate from the other; and at the next county 
Goort, after they are directed to be made, shall set up in 
fiome conspicuous part of tlie court-house, a copy of the 
whole, adding to the taxables of each person, the amount 
of tax for which he is liable ; and any clerk offending against 
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any of the dntics prescribed in this section, shall forfeit and 
pay one hundred dollars. 

ciciktore- 69. The clerk, on or before the first day of Jane next, 

Iro'iicr! *^'"^' aft^r the lists are returned, shall return to the comptroller 
an abstract of the same, showing the number of acres of 
$ land, and their value, the valuation of town lots, and the 

number of white and black polls, and specify every other 
subject of taxation, and the aggregate tax on the whole ; at 
the same time, the clerk shall return to the comptroller an 
abstract of the lists of tlie county and poor taxes paid in his 
county, setting forth separately, the number of taxable 
white and black polls, the amount paid on each hundred 
dollai's value of land, and also the gross amount of taxes of 
every kind levied for county purposes ; and the comptroller, 
at the public cost, shall furnish the clerks with blank forms, 
and also make out a general statement of each subject of 
taxation paid in the State. 

Defiiuii t.f 70. And if any clerk sliall offend against any of the du- 

ties prescribed in the preceding section, he shall foifeit and 
pay to the State one thousand dollara, to be recovered against 
him and the sureties of liis bond in the superior court of 
Wake county, at the term next after the default, on motion 
of the attorney-general; and it shall be the duty of the 
comptroller to inform the attorney-general of such default. 
71. The county court on the prescribed oath, may take 
the tax list of any person applying to list his taxables, at 
any time of such court, before the first day of March, upon 
his paying to the clerk one dollar for recording the same. 

Board of raiu- 72. The several county courts, at the time when they 
shall appoint justices to take the tax lists for the year eigh- 
teen hundred and fifty-five, and at the same term, every 
live j^ears thereafter, shall appoint two respectable freehold* 
ere, men of skill and probity, to be associated with each 
justice, and these three shall be styled a board of valuation. 
They shall, be notified of their appointment by the clerk, 
and as such board shall ascertain, either by viewing the 
premises, or otherwise, as accurately as may be practicable, 
the cash value of the lands, or other real estate with the 
improvements thereon, situate within the districts for which 
they are appointed, and return the same to their respectiye 
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conntj courts, in the manner herein prescribed ; and for the 
town ot Wilmington, snch a board shall be appointed every 
two years, after the time of their appointment in the said 
year eighteen hundred and fifty-five. 

73. In estimating the value, the board may call and swear ^l^^^ *'^*'^- 
witnesses to testify thereto ; and they shall take into the es- 
timate any fishery appurtenant thereto or used with the 

land ; also, all mines of metal, stone or coal, or other mat- 
ter, discovered or supposed to exist, whereby the price of 
the land is enhanced ; also in ascertaining the value of im- 
provements on real property, all machinery and fixtures for 
manufacturing purposes, shall be taken into the estimate ; 
and when the same tract or body of land shall be in one or 
more districts, the board where the owner resides shall as- 
certain the value ot the whole tract ; and if the owner re- 
sides in neither of the districts, the board where the greater 
part may lie shall value the whole, and the board shall an- 
nex to their return of their valuation the following affidavit, 
snbscribed by them, and sworn before and certified by some 
justice of the peace : — " We solemnly swear that the fore- 
going valimtion of land, with the improvements thereon, 
and privileges thereto attached, made by us, is, in our judg- 
ments and belief, the actual value thereof in cash; and 
that in making the same we have endeavored to do equal 
justice to the public and to the individuals concerned ; so 
help us God." 

74. Tlie owner of land, or his agent, (if he be a non-resi- und. towa 
dent) shall on oath furnish the board with a list, including *®^' *^- 
land entries, setting forth the separate tracts, and also the 
several contiguous bodies or tracts of land owned by him in 

the district, together with the names of the water-courses 
or other remarkable places on or nearest to which they may 
be situate, and the number of acres in each separate tract 
or contiguous bodies of land ; town lots shall be listed sepa- 
rately, and each lot be numbered according to the plan of 
the town ; and each separate body of land and town lot, 
shall be separately and distinctly valued and returned. 

75. If the owner or his agent wiU not, on oath, state the naj order »ui- 
nnmber of acres, or if the statement is so vague that the ^'^' 

board cannot, with reasonable certainty, determine the nnm- 
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ber of acres, they shall procure the coanty or other snr- 
veyor to survey the land, at the cost of the owner, who 
be may warranted for his fees and other expenses, by the 
surveyor. 

76. If any one deem that too high a valuation has been 
put on his land, the county court, at the ensuing term, may 
reduce the same, on motion and satisfactory proof; or they 
may enquire into the complaint, by commissioners appoint- 
ed for that purpose — ^and in all cases where laud, after vaV 
nation, shall increase in value by reason of mines of metal, 
coal, stone, or other valuable thing xbeing discovered or 
worked ; or, if the same shall decrease in value by reason of 
tire or extraordinaiy causes, the justice taking the list shall 
appoint and swear two respectable and disinterested free- 
holdei-s, who, with himself, shall reassess said land ; and die 
justice shall affix their valuation to the land. 

77. Tliat in like manner, if any one shall be charged with 
more poll or other subject of taxation than he is liable for, 
die court shall direct the clerk to render a true account 
thereof; a statement of all which certificates so given shall 
be returned to the comptroller, who shall credit the sheriff 
with the. amount of the same. 

78. The members of every board engaged in asseesixig 
the value of land, shall receive each, one dollar a day for 
the time engaged, to be paid by the county court 

79. For all serviced of the clerks in relation to the taxes 
not in this chapter specially provided for, they shall be paid 
by the county such sum as the coart may allow. 

80. The county courts may release any pei-son from the 
payment of a double tax, for failing to list his taxables, in 
cases whore it shall appear to the court by satisfactory proof 
that such failure occurred by reason of the sickness of the 
party, at the very time when the tax list was taken ; o? 
where it may appear that ho rendered a list, and his name 
was omitted to be entered, or has been omitted in the dn* 
plicate prepared by the justice to be returned to the clerk, 
or other sufficient cause, to be judged of by the court; and 
the court shall have no^power to remit a double tax in any 
other Ciise, and they are expressly forbidden to do so. 

81. Tlie clerk of the coanty court shall, on or before the 
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first day of April, in the year ensuing the taking the lists, 
deliver to the sheriff of the county a fair and accurate copy, 
in alphabetical order, of the tax list, which shall contain the 
public tax, or tax payable to the public treasurer, and the 
taxes imposed by the justices of the county court; it shall 
likewise designate the separate amount due from each sub- 
ject of taxation, and extend the aggregate amounts due 
from each person in columns ; and if any clerk shall fail to 
ftimish the sheriff at the time provided with a copy of this 
d^cription, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and the sheriff shall inform the grand jury thereof. 

82. The sheriff shall forthwith proceed to collect said butjrof 
taxes, and when he «hall collect, by his deputies, who are not *^®" * 
sworn, or others, such persons shall, in open court, or before 

g justice of the peace of the county, take an oath, faithfully 
and honestly to account for the same, with the sheriff, or 
other person, authorized to receive them. 

83. If any sheriff shall die during the time appointed for Shenff'a 
collecting the taxes, his sureties may collect them, and for MUwr"*'^ 
that purpose shall have all the powers and means of collect- 
ing the same of the collectors and tax payers, as the sheriff 

would have had ; and shall be subject to all the remedies for 
collection and settlement of the taxes on their bond or oth- 
erwise, as might have been had against the sheriff if he 
had lived. 

84. Tlie sheriff, and (in case of his death) his sureties Tohareon^ 
diall have one year, and no longer, from the day prescribed ^®"'" 

for his settlement and payment of the State taxes, to finish 
the collection of all taxes ; but this extension of tifne for 
collection shall not extend the time of his settlement of the 
taxes. 

85. The sheriff shall collect the taxes as they are set down Duty of 
fn the list, and, moreover, shall collect of all persons whose ^^^^ ' 
taxables are not listed, double the taxes imposed on the 

same subjects ; and as to any land not listed, which may not 
have been assessed at the last assessment, the same, in esti- 
mating the double tax, shall be deemed to be of the value, 
by acre, of the highest valued tract adjoining thereto. 

86. Immediately on receiving the tax lists, the sheriff sheriff to

real estate. 

Personaiboiit 88. If any person liable for taxes on other subjects than 
land, shi^ll be about to remove from the county, after listing 
time, and before the period for collection, the sheriff Bhall 
make affidavit thereof before the clerk, and obtain from him 
a certificate of the amount of such person's tax, and forth- 
nvith collect the same. 

Dn^f 89. If any person be liable for taxes in any county where- 

in he shall have no property, but shall be supposed to liaVe 
property in some other county, and will not pay his tax, tlie 
sheriff shall report the fact to the county court, held next 
after the first day of October, and thereupon the court shall 
direct the clerk to issue a fieri facias to the sheriff of that 
county, returnable to the court whence it issued, for ench 
tax, and the cosits of process and executing the same, which 
the sheriff shall execute in the manner of writs of execti- 
tion in other cases, and the tax collected theron shall be paid 
to the clerk of the court, and by him paid to the sheriff, to 
be accounted for as other taxes. 

f^rtiMd. ^^' ^^® ^^ tinder distress of personal estate for taxes 

shall^be advertised ten days previous thereto, at three pub- 
lic places in the district wherein the delinquent tax payer 
shall reside, and if he reside not in the county, then in 
the district where the taxables were, or ought to have been 
listed ; and the amount of tax due shall be stated in the ad- 
vertisement. 

9L The sale of land for taxes due thereon, shall be made 
under the following rules : 

MMofiand (!•) The sheriff shall return to the court of pleas and 
quarter sessions of his county, held next after the first day 
of January, a list of the tracts of land which he proposes 
to sell for taxes, therein mentioning the owner or the snp- 
poBed owner of each tract, and if such owner bid tfinknowSiy 
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the name of the last known or reputed owner, tlie sitaation 
of the tracts, and the amount of taxes for which they are 
respectively to be sold, which list shall be read aloud in 
•open conrt, recorded by the clerk upon the mfnutes of the 
court, and a copy thereof shall be put up in some public 
•part of tlie court-house. 

(2) Tlie county court shall order the clerk of the court to Sales for 
issue notice to every person whose land is' returned as afore- 
said ; and a copy of the notice shall be served by the sher- 
iff on the owner, or his agent, and returned to, the next 
county court ; and if the owner be a non-resident, the clerk 
riiall publish the same in some newspaper printed in the 
State, in which advertisement shall be mentioned the sitna- 
tion of the land, the streams on or near which it lies, the . 
•sU'mated quantity, tlie names of the owners, where they 
are known, and the names of the tenants or occupiers of 
the same. 

(3) The sales shall be made within the two terms next Sdasfcr 
succeeding the term when the returns are made of lands

May redMm. 93. The owner of land sold for taxes under section nine- 
ty-one of this chapter, his heirs, executors or administratore, 
or any other person for them, may redeem the same from 
the purchaser, at any time within one year after the sale, 
by paying or tendering in payment to the purchaser or to 
the county court clerk of the court where the land lies, the 
full amount of the price paid to the sheriff, and twenty-five 
per cent, thereon.

Within one year after the time of redemption shall 
D.ake plat. y^^^^ passed, the purchaser, at his own cost, his heirs, exe^ 
ntors or administrators, or any other for them, may procure 
the quantity bid off to be surveyed by the county survey- 
or, who shall make out and certify, under his hand, a fair 
plat of the survey with the courses and distances fairly and 
truly set forth ; and if the county surveyor, on request, shall 
fail to make such survey and plat, then any other surveyor 
may make and certify the same. 
Sheriff to 96, The sheriff on being presented with such certified 

plat, within the year after the time of redemption is passed, 
shall convey to the purchaser the land therein contained. 

97. Where by any proviso of the law, any sheriff or of- 
ficeri other than the person who sold for the taxes, shall h^ 
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authorised to execute a conveyance for the land, the par- May appij to 
chaser shall apply to the county court, and on showing to ^^^' 
the court that such purchase had been made, and the price 
paid to the sheriff, who sold, and that he has paid the other 
taxes since accruing thereon, the court shall direct the pres- 
ent sheriff to execute a deed on the purchaser's producing 
to him a certified plat and survey, as is provided for in sec- 
tion ninety-five and ninety-six of this chapter. 

98. Tlie purchaser of land sold for taxes, under section 
ninety-one of this chapter, shall be considered as taking and 
holding the same subject to all the taxes accrued from the 
first day of April in tlie year preceding the purchase. 

99. If any sheriff or clerk shall fail to perform any of the Penalty on 
duties prescribed in sections ninety and ninety-one of this ciork. *" 
chapter, he shall forfeit and pay to the person aggrieved • 

one hundred dollars, and shall moreover be liable, he and 
his sureties, on liis bond for all such damages as any one 
may sustain by reason of such default. 

100. If any county surveyor, being required within two Forfeit by 
montlis after the survey may be lawfully made, to survey *"'^*'^''- 
the land bid off at sale for taxes, shall wilfully fail to do so 
within four months after such request, he shall forfeit and

may havie paid any such tal, its amount, and for what it was

To his Excellency y Thomas Bragg, 

Governor of North- Carolina : 

Sir: I herewith transmit to you, as required by law, my 
annual report of the receipts and disbursements at the 
treasury department of the State of North-Carolina, during 
the fiscal year ending the 31st day of October, 1855 ; also 
statements of the public revenue, as derived from the vari- 
ous subjects of taxation in the different counties of the 
State. 

The general statement shows a balance on hand, of one 
hundred and fifty-one thousaad three hundred and fifteen 
dollars and ninety-five cents, ($151,315 95,) belonging to 
the hterary fund ; while of the public or State's fund, there 
is a deficit of twenty-three thousand nine hundred and sev-. 
enty-two dollars and eighty cents, ($23,972 80,) which has 
been supplied from the surplus of the literary fund, leaving 
in the treasury, on an aggregate of both funds, the sum of 
one Imndred and twenty-seven thonsapd three hundred and 
forty-three dollars and fifteen cents, ($127,343 15.) 

The nett taxes for the year 1855, including the tax on 
sales of auctioneers, and for licenses to retailers of spiritu- 
ous liquors, returned by the sheriffs of the several counties 
through this department, amount to two hundred and eigh- 
ty-four thousand two hundred and ninety-six dollars and 
seventy-nine cents, ($284,296 79 ;) showing an increase of 
ninety-one thousand one hundred and i^ien dollars and 
seventy cents, ($91,107 70,) over the amount for the pre- 
ceding year. This increase has been realized, principally, 
6 
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from the levy of twelve cents, instead of six, on the $100 
valuation of real estate, and forty cents instead of twenty 
on tlie i^oll, as authorized by an act of the last General As- 
sembly. It should be remembered, also, that this levy has 
been estimated on the old assessment, and that an addition- 
al increase of a similar amount may be anticipated for the 
present year, from the increased valuation of real estate un- 
der the new assessment now already made ; although no re- 
turns under it have been received at this department, yet 
it is well known that the valuation of lands has been very 
greatly enhanced, especially along the lines of our public 
improvements, and in those portions of the State where her 
mineral wealth has been so abundantly developed. Other 
increase of the revenue will also be realized under the new 
law, from subjects not heretofore taxable, and, on -some of 
which, the taxes have not become due. 

Under a construction of the law by the attorney general, 
the tax of 5 per cent, on capital employed in the liquor 
traflSc, was estimated on the amount employed only for the 
intei'im between the 19th of March, 1855, (the day on which 
the act took eifect) and the 1st day of April following. In 
some counties, however, the clause was differently con- 
• strucd, and the tax was collected on the capital employed 
for the entire year preceding. In such instances, as soon 
as the necessary statements were furnished, to enable the 
comptroller to make the proper reductions, warrants were 
drawn upon the public treasurer, to refund the balances to 
such counties. This I thought proper, in order that no in- 
justice might result to any one from the ambiguity of the 
law. 

Not only in this instance have the revenue officers e^:pc- 
rienced difficulty in the practical operations of some of the 
provisions of the last revenue act ; much of which difficulty, 
however, no longer exist8,^since the chief embarrassment 
arose in construing the new law in its connection with the 
old one, and in putting it into successful operation — just as 
a greater force is required to put in motion a complicated 
machinery than is necessary to continue it ; there are, not- 
withstanding, some modifications which seem to be neces- 
sary, the propriety of which, however, need not be discussed 
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at this time, as no legislation can be had on the subject bo- 
fore my next annual report will be laid before the Legisla- 
ture ; by which time, the experience of another year will 
enable me to point out, more successfully, the slight defecta 
of the law, and to suggest such amendments as the publio 
interests may require.

To the Honwable^ the Generals Asserribly 

of the State of North-Carolina: 

I have the honor to transmit to you the Comptroller's an- 
nual report for the tiseal year ending the 31st day of Octo- 
ber last, showing the condition of the accounts with the 
piiblic treasurer, detailed statements of the receipts and 
disbursements, and of the State and county taxes. 

While the taxes levied for county purposes make no part 
of the receipts into the public treasury, they form, notwith- 
standing, a large and important portion of the taxation 
borne by the people, and the statements show an extent of 
resources not heretofore presented to the public. 

In ray report to Tlis Excellency, the Governor, allusion 
was made to the necessity of some modifications in the pre- 
sent laws on the subject of revenue ; suggestions concern- 
ing which it has been my purpose to submit to the consid- 
eration of the present Legislature. But as an explanation 
of the sevenil particulars would lengthen this communica- 
tion to an extent too great, I have thought proper to omit it 
altogether, and hold myself ready to confer with the com- 
mittee of finance, to whom J may communicate more suc- 
cessfully such information concerning the revenue, and the 
practical operations of its laws as my position, and a careful 
attention to the subject have afliorded me. 

In order that no delay may be occasioned. I have, in com- 
pliance with the law, requiring the comptroller to "have 
yearly printed in pamphlet form " his armual report, author- 
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ized the publication of the same before submitting it to 
your body.

AN ACT TO BE-CHABTER THE BANK OF THE STATE OF NORTH- Chof. 43. 
CAROLINA. 

Whereas, by an act of the General Assembly, held in the Preamble, 
year eighteen hundred and thirty-three, entitled " an act 
to establish a bank in the State of North-Carolina," the sub- 
scribers of the stock of said bank were incorporated under 
the name and style of the " Bank of the State of North- 
Carolina," with the right to exercise their corporate privi- 
leges until the Ist day of January, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty ; and whereas, it is deemed expedient now 
to continue the said corporation for a further term, and to 
increase its capital. 

Sec. 1. Be it therefore enacted hy the Oerheral Assembly 
of the State of North- Carolina^ and it is hereby enacted hy 
the authority of the same. That the stockholders in said bank, 
their associates, successors and assigns, shall be and continue 
a body corporate, under the same name and s^yle, with a 
capital stock not exceeding three millions of dollars divided capital stock 
into shares of one hundred dollars each, until the first day «3,yo(\o<)o. 
of January, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-five ; 
and by that same name and style, are hereby made able 
and capable in law to have, purchase, receive, possess, en- 
joy and retain to themselves, their successors and assigns, 
, real and personal estate to an amount not exceeding in the 
whole, nine millions of dollars, including the capital stock 
aforesaid ; and the same to sell or dispose of, to sue and be 
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sued, implead and be impleaded in any court or other place 
whatsoever ; and also to have and use a common seal, and 
the same to alter or renew at pleasure ; and also ordain, es- 
tablish and execute iauch by-laws and regulations as shad 
seem necessary and convenient for the government of said 
corporation, not being contrary to the provisions of this act or 
the laws of the land, and generally to do and execute all 
acts, matters and things which a body politic or corporate 
may or can lawfully do or execute, subject to the rules, reg- 
ulations and restrictions hereinafter prescribed. 

Seo. 2. Be it furtJier enacted^ That for the purpose of 
raising the sum of one million five hundred thousand dol- 
lars, hereby authorized to be added to the capital stock of 
said bank, the president and directors thereof shall, after 
notice given to the governor in the manner hereinafter pre- 
scribed of the acceptance of this charter by the stockhold- 
ers, open books for receiving subscription to said Stock at 
such times as they may appoint, at the following places, to- 
wit: Raleigh, Fayettevillo, Wilmington, New-Berne, Tar- 
borough, Windsor, Edenton, Elizabeth City, Plymouth, 
Washington, Goldsborough, Hillsborough, Greensborough, 
Salisbury, Milton, Charlotte, Morganton, and at such other 
places, and under the direction of such other persons as 
they may designate, and the said books shall be kept open, 
for the space of ninety days from and after the first day of 
October next, and not more than one million of dollars shall 
be subscribed for by individuals, and any amount of the 
said million of dollars remaining unsubscribed by individ- 
uals after twelve months, may be taken by the State upon 
the same terms as the other half million herein provided for. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted^ That the State of North- 
Carolina shall be entitled to subscribe for five thousand 
shares, and not more than one hundred and twenty-five 
thousand dollars shall be paid in in any one year, and the 
sinking fund established by this Legislature shall be pledged 
for the redemption and payment of the bonds of the State 
subscribed as aforesaid at par value, and upon notice being 
given to the governor of the acceptance of this cliarter, the 
treasurer is hereby authorized and required .to subscribe on 
the books to be opened at Raleigh, in behalf of the State, 
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to the capital stock of said bank, five tbonsand shares of 
one hundred dollai*s each, or one-half million of dollars, to 
be paid as hereinafter provided for, and such subscription 
l^all in no case be scaled or reduced. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted^ That if a greater sum than shtres to be 
one million five hundred thousand dollars shall be sub- •***^' 
scribed, the president and directors of the bank shall reduce 
all subscriptions other than that of the State, according to 
a scale by them to be established for that purpose, until the 
subscription by the State and the subscriptions scaled as 
aforesaid shall amount to the aforesaid sum of one million 
five hundred thousand dollars: Provided^ That , subscrip- 
tions of two shares or less shall not be scaled until all larger 
subscriptions shall have been tiret reduced to two shares, 
and in making such reduction, such subscribers (the State 
excepted) as are not now stockholders in the bank, shall be 
prefened and be entitled to retain the shares respectively 
subscribed by them before any of the present stockholder 
shall be permitted to retain any share subscribed by them. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted^ That all payments on shares state nay. 
subscribed by the State shall be made in bonds of the State, ^^J^ **^ 
bearing six per cent interest, payable semi-annually at - 



with coupons attached, which bonds may be hypothecated, 
or sold by the president and directors, if the interest of the 
bank hereafter requires it, but not otherwise; but all pay- 
ments on shares subscribed by individuals or corporations 
shall be in gold or silver coin of the United States, or Span- 
ish milled dollars, or the notes of specie paying banks of 
other States, and shall be made as follows, to-wit : twenty- 
five dollars on each share at the time of subscribing, and 
twenty-five dollars every ninety days thereafter, until the 
whole shall be paid. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted^ That any subscriber (State May pay the 
not excepted) may pay the whole of his subscription, or any ^***>**' 
greater part than is herein required before the time limited 
for the same, and any subscriber so paying in advance shall 
have a discount at the rate of six per cent, per annum on 
each advance, computing the same from the time-when pay- 
ment is made to the time when it is required to be made. 

8ec. 7. Be it fwrther enactedy That the bank shall be 
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How managed, managed by eleven directors, seven elected by the individ- 
ual stockholders and four on the part of the State, the pub- 
lic treasurer in office being always one of them, and in gen- 
eral meeting of the stockholders for the purpose of directing 
and managing the affairs of the bank, the State shall be 
entitled to cast one-fourth of the votes [to] which individual 
stockholders are entitled to cast. 

Sec. 8. Be it fv/rthsr enacted^ That every director of the 
principal bank, except the treasurer, shall be the proprietor 
of at least ten shares of stock, and in the branches shall be 
a stockholder. 

Sec. 9. #S« it further enacted^ That the president shall be 
chosen out of the board of directors, and by a majority of 
that body, and he shall have such annual salary as shall be 
allowed by the stockholders in general meeting. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted^ That other branches or 
agencies besides those now in operation shall be established 
at such times and places as the stockholders in general meet- 
ing may designate, with such an amount of capital as the 
directors of the bank may assign, and all branches or agen- 
cies of the bank may be removed at the pleasure of said 
directors, after one year's notice of such intended removal. 

Sec. 11. Be it fuHher endcted^ That the president and 
directors may appoint, removable at their pleasure, five di- 
rectors for each branch bank, and such officers, agents, 
clerks and servants under themselves, as well as at the sev- 
eral branches and agencies as shall be necessary for execu- 
ting the business of the coi-poration, and may allow them 
such compensation for their services respectively, as may 
be reasonable. 

Sec. 12. Be it further enacted^ That the president and 
directors of the bank shall be capable of exercising all such

Be it fuHher enacted^ That it shall be the duty Dntiesofprefii- 
of the president of the bank, on or before the 15th day of 
April and October of every year, to transmit to the public 
treasurer a full and correct statement of the condition of 
the bank, showing the amount of capital, notes in circula- 
tion, and from what places issued, debts due to other banks, 
and what banks, and all other particulars necessary to show 
the debit side of the account, also, the amount of specie on 
band, debts due from other banks, and what b^nks, real 
estate, the amount of notes on bonds discounted, and of 
bills of exchange, showing in one item the amount due from

Sec. 15. Be it further enacted^ That the bank at aU times L^^g ^ ^jjg 
whenever thereunto required by the General Assembly, or ^^*®- 
by any person by them authorized to require the same, shall 
lend money to the State : Provided^ That the bank shall 
not be required to lend at any one time a sum exceeding 
two hundred thousand dollars: And^ provided fv/rther^ That 
the bank shall always be notified in writing sixty days pre- 
vious thereto of the time when such loan or any part thereof 
will be required ; and that each share owned by individuals 
shall be subject to an annual tax of thirty cents, which shall 
be reserved out of the profits of the individual stock as they 
accrue by the cashier of the principal bank and paid to 
the treasurer on or before the firat day of October in each 
and every year, which tax may be increased at any time, 
not exceeding one dollar for each and every share as the 
Legislature may direct and the exigency of the State require 
in equalizing taxation : Promded^ That the tax in this case 
shall not be greater than that imposed on shares in such

JBe it further enacted^ That in all meetings of the 
stockholders the stock of the State shall be represented by 
the treasurer or by such other person as the governor may 
appoint. 

Seo. 18. Be it further enacted^ That all stockholders being 
citizens of the United States may vote either in person or 
by proxy at the meetings of the stockholders. 

Sec. 19. Be it further enacted^ Tliat the vote to which 
each stockholder shall be entitled, except the State, shall be 
accordiDg to the number of shares he may hold, in the fol- 
lowing proportions, that is to say : for one share and not 
more than two, one vote ; for every two shares above two 
and not exceeding ten, one vote ; for every four shares above 
ten and not exceeding thirty, one vote ; for every six shares 
over thirty and not exceeding sixty, one vote ; for every 
eight shares over sixty and not exceeding one hundred, one 
vofe ; for every ten shares over one hundred and not exceed- 
ing two hundred, one vote ; and for every twenty shares 
over two hundred, one vote ; and the vote of the State shall 
be in the same ratio compared with the whole number of 
the votes of other stockholders present, as is the stock of 
the State compared with the stock held by other stockhol- 
ders. 

Seo. 20. Be it further enacted^ That none but a stockhol- 
der, being a citizen of and resident in the State, shall be 
eligible as a director, nor shall any person, the treasurer ex- 
cepted, be a director, who is at the same time director of 
another bank. 

Sec. 21. Be U further enacted^ That none shall be entitled 
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to emolnment, nnless the same shall have been allowed by EmoituDento. 
the stockholders, or by the board of directors of the princi- 
pal bank. 

Sbo. 22. Be it further enacted^ That a majority of direc- Bowrd. 
tors of the principal bank, or any three of the directors at 
the branches shdl constitute a board for the transaction of 
business, of whom their respective presidents shall always 
be one, except in cases of sickness or necessary absence, 
when his place may be supplied by any other director whom 
he, by writiog, may nominate for the purpose, and in case 
no such nomination be made, the board present may select 
a president for the time. 

Sec. 23. Be it further enacted^ That the president and CaUed meet- 
directors of the principal bank shall have power to call a "**** 
meeting of the stockholders at any time they may think 
proper, and any number of stockholders, holding together 
one-tenth of the stock may call a special meeting on giving 
at least forty days notice subscribed by each of them, or by 
some one duly authorised, in two or more gazettes published 
in the place where the principal bank is kept, in which notice 
diall be specified the several purposes and objects of the 
proposed meeting. 

Sec. 24. Be it furtJier enacted^ That every cashier before CMhicr. 
entering on the duties of his office, shall give bond with 
security in the sum of not less than twenty-five thousand 
dollars, conditioned for his good behavior and faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of his office. 

Sec. 25. Be it further enacted^ That if any cashier or Embenie- 
other officer, servant or agent of the corporation, shall em- "*"**' *^* 
bezzle, or fraudulently convert to his own use, or shall 
fraudulently take or secrete, with intent to convert to his 
own use, any eflfects or property belonging to any person, 
and deposited in the bank, or any of its branches or agen- 
cies; or shall make, or cause, or permit to be made, any 
fidse entry upon the books, which contain any of the pro- 
ceedings or transactions of the corporation, with the intent 
to defraud the corporation or any person whatever, such 
officer, agent or servant, so offending shall be held and 
deemed guilty of felony, and upon conviction thereof in the 
superior court, shall be punished by fine, imprisonment not

three hundred dollars, a tax not exceeding seventy-five 
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cents, and when to the valae of three hundred dollars and 
upwards, a tax not exceeding one dollar.

dogs. 

(6) Upon all swine and goats, not prohibited by the com- On swine, Ac. 
missioners to remain in the city, when confined^ a tax not 
exceeding twenty-five cents a head. 

(7) Upon all drays in use on the said first day of April, On drays, 
or which have been used within six calendar months previ- 
ous thereto, a tax not exceeding ten dollars a year. 

(8) Upon all encroachments on the streets by porches, On encroach-. 
-piszzssy allowed by the commissioners, a tax not exceeding 

fifty cents per square foot. 

Sec. 46. JBe it fwriher enacted, That th« citizens of Ra- Timeofren- 
leigh, and others liable to be taxed on account of any of the lists. ^ 
foregeiag subjects, shall, on the first day of April, or within 
five days thereafter, render to the mayor, oa oath, a list of 
their property and subjects for which they may be liable to 
be taxed ^ and if any person shall fail to render such list, 
W shall pay double the tax assessed on any subject for which 
he is liable to be taxed.

(6) Upon every person or company exhibiting in. the 
city, or within one mile thereof, stage or theatrical plays, 
sleight of hand performers, rope dancing, tumbling, wire 
dancing or menageries, a tax not exceeding ten dollars for 
every twelve hours allowed for exhibition, the tax to be 
paid before exhibition, or the same shall be double. 

(6) Upon every exhibition for reward or artificial curiosi- 
ties (models of useful inventions excepted) in the city or 
within one mile tliereof, a tax not exceeding ten dollai-s, to 
be paid before exhibition, ox the same shall be double.

has not resided during the six months preceding within the 
limits of said town, and is not an actual resident thereof at I

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the time of such election ; and one of the said commission- 
ers at least shall be an acting justice of the peace for the 
county of Gates. 

Who mAy vote. Seo. 2, Be it further enacted^ That every resident of the 
said town qualified to vote for members of the House of 
Commons shall be entitled to vote for such commissioners, 
and the elections shall be conducted as elections now are 
for membei-s of the General Assembly.

thus elected, being notified by the inspectors, shall before 
entering on the duties of their office take an oath before 
some justice of the peace for the county aforesaid to perform 
faithfully and impartially the duties of their office to the 
best of their ability ; and any one so elected as aforesaid re- 
fusing to take such oath for the space of one month after his 
election, having been notified thereof ten days, unless he 
shall remove out of the limits of said town within the time,
